13 (H) A PERSON WITHOUT LAWFUL AUTHORITY MAY NOT POSSESS ANY DEVICE
14 CAPABLE OF TRANSMITTING AN INFRARED, ELECTRONIC, OR OTHER SIGNAL TO A

15 TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAL FOR THE PURPOSE OF ALTERING OR OTHERWISE

16 INTERFERING WITH THE OPERATION OF THE TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAL.
